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This note presents two new records of 
species for Madhya Pradesh viz. Stylidium 
kunthii Wall, ex DC. and Chirita bifolia D. 
Don. The specimens are deposited in the 
herbarium of Central Circle, Botanical Sur¬ 
vey of India, Allahabad (BSA), 

Stylidium kunthii Wall ex DC. (Fig. i) re¬ 
presented by Panigrahi 8689 and rooting in 
the sandy alluvial soil and in flowering con¬ 
dition was collected by G. Panigrahi from 
Pali in Bilaspur district of Madhya Pradesh 
on 17-4-65.
